Mr. Mills Goes to Make Speeches 
in Different States. 


THE HERALD CRITICIZES BRICE, 


And Attempts to Tell How the Campaign 


Should be Managed—General Parkhurst 
to be Minister to Russia. 


Wasnurmoton, August 16.—{Special.]—The 
New York Herald, in an editorial this morn- 
ing, charges that the democratic campaign is 
being thrown away by the mismanagement 
and imbecility of amateurs who are playing at 

litics. 

The Herald announces that it prints this in 
no “unfriendly or carping spirit, but because 
we feel sure that when the democratic party 
in the country understands the situation it will 
speedily become another kind of a situation.”’ 

President Cleveland, however, seems satis- 
fied with the management of the campaign by 
Mr. Brice and his committee; but there are 
many who are dissatisfied and say a change 


has to be. made or else the democrats will 


gufier defeat. 
THE REPUBLICAN BILL. 

There will probably be a half dozen or more 
caucuses of republican senators on the tariff 
‘similar to that of last night at Senator Chand- 
ler’s, before a billis reported to the senate. 
In fact, to hold frequent caucuses was the most 
important thing decided last night. 

An interesting fact was the discovery that 
the bill was not arranged to the satisfaction of 
many members, This shows the bill to be not 
so near completed as has been stated by the 
members of the committee. 

Lumber, sugar and wool are yet the points 
of dis:creement, but it is expected they can be 
agreed upon after a few other caucuses. 

It is absolutely necessary to satisfy every re- 
publican senator, as they cannot aftord to have 
a single opponentin their party. One oppo- 
nent would defeat the. bill. As it was, last 
niglit’s caucus came out of the same hole it 
went in. 

SUPPRESSION OF EPIDEMICS. 

There is $150,000 remaining from the appro- 
priation of last year for the suppression of epi- 
demic diseases. The Florida delegation called 
upon the president this morning and asked 
that it be applied tothe work now rendered 

-necessary by the yellow fever in their state. 
The president promised todo what he could 
towards having the request granted. 

Senator Harris, chairman of the committee 
onepidemic diseases, thinks his committee 
will recommend an appropriation of $600,000 
besides that alreddy on hand. 

BEGINNING THE CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. Mills leaves tomorrow for West Virginia 
to make democratic speeches. He will also 
visit Illinois and other states, including New 
York, and talk tariff tothe people before re- 
turning here. 

tepresentative Vance, of Connecticut, has 
just returned from a visit to that state. He 
gays there is a great demand for tariff litera- 
ture in Connecticut; that the people are be- 
coming interested in it, and that Cleveland 
and Thurman will carry the state by a very 
large majority. 

MR. REAGAN ON TRUSTS. 

The bill introduced by Senator Reagan to 
prevent the formation of trusis, in its first xec- 
tion defines a trust as follows: ‘*Thata trust 
is a combination of capital or skill 
by two or more persons, for the 
following purposes: First—to create or 
carry out restrictions on trade; second— 
to limit, to reduce, or to increase the produc- 
tion or prices of merchandise or commodities ; 
third—to prevent competition in the manufac- 


ture, making, sale or purchase of merchandise 


or .commodities; fourth—to create a monop- 
oly.”’ 

Section 2 provides that any person who may 
become a member of any such trust, or who 
may become engaged in the business of any 
such trust in any trade or business carried on 
with foreign countries, or between the states 
or territories, or between the United States 
and waters Adjacent to any foreign country, 
hall be guilty of high misdemeanor, and shall, 
on conviction, be fined not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $10,000, and may be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary for not less than one nor more 
than five years. 

The third section declares that the purchase 
by any trust or by any agent of any trust, of 
merchandise or commodities in a foreign coun- 
try for sale in this country; or the manufac- 
ture, making or purchase of any merchandise 
or commodity in this country for sale in a for- 
eign country, or any state or territory for sale 
in any other state or territory, shall be deemed 
@ Violation of the provisions of this act.

THE FISHERIES TREATY,

The Senate, By a Strict Party Vote, Decides 
Against Delaying Action. 


WASHINGTON, August 16.—[Special.]—The 
senate, underthe order of yesterday, went 
into open executive session. on the fisheries 
treaty and voted on Mr. Morgan’s resolution 
to postpone till December next. The resolu- 
tion was defeated, yeas 24, nays 27—a strict 
party vote. 

Mr. Reagan took the floor to speak on the 
president’s annual message. 

Mr. Allison, desiring action of the confer- 
ence report dn the ariiy appropriation bill, 
represented the necess:ty for disposing of the 
appropriation bills in preference to older mat- 

ers for which there was no immediate pres- 
sure. lie said that six weeks of the current 
fiscal year had already passed by without any 
reguiar appropriations for the army. He 
would not, however, insist upon going @ with 
the conference report now, except with the as- 
gent of the senator from Texas. 

Mr. Reagan said.that be would not delay 
action on the conference report more than an 
hour, and he preferred to proceed with his re- 
marks now, and did so. 

The conference report on the army appro- 
priation bill was then taken up and after dis- 
cussion by Messrs. Gorman, Chandler, Ailison, 
®eck, Hawley, Dawes and Plumb was con- 
curred in. eas 30, nays 11. 

The house fortification bill was presented 
and was referred to the committee on appro- 
priations. 

The senate then, at 4:15 p.m., went info an 
open executive session on the fisheries tfeaty, 
andthe presiding officer directed that the 
treaty be read by sections. The first articles 
having been read, Mr. Gibson rose to address 
the senate. Afterspeaking half an hour he 
moved that the pending treaty be committed 
to the committee on foreign relations, with in- 
gtructions to report such amendments to the 
treaty as would remove the ambiguities and 
vemedy the defects in it, or else to report a 
Plan of arbitration for the determination and 
eotticment of all difficulties in connection with 
she fisheries. 

Mr. Frye remarked that there didn’t seem to 
do much more debate to take place on the treaty, 

nd he asked unanimous consent to an order 

hat all debate on the treaty shall cease Mon- 
Yay evening next, and that the votes on the 
treaty and on such amendments as might be 
Proposed to it should commence at 12 o’clock 
On Tuesday next.

WITHOUT A QUORUM. 


The House Spends its Time fn Calls and 
Efforts to Get Members Together. 

WasnHincton, August 16.—The fortification 
appropriation bill passed this morning without 
division. 

Mr. Morrill, of Kansas, called up the resolu- 
tion previously reported from the committee 
on invalid pensions, assigning May 2d and 3d 
for the consideration of general pension legis- 
Jation, with the proposed amendments 
changing the dates to August 29 and 30. Mr. 
Morrill gave a resume of the various measures 
of a general character which had been re- 
ported from the committee on invalid pensions 
and urged the necessity of fixing a time for 
their consideration.® 

Mr. Morrill demanded the previous question, 
and the vote resulted yeas 116, mays T7T—no 

uorum, and acall of the house was ordered. 
voll call showed the presence of 174 members, 
and the morning hour having expired, the 
resolution went over. 

Mr. Springer attempted to secure the con- 
sideration of the Oklahoma bill, but the point 
of no quorum was raised against him, and he 
was forced to abandon the attempt. 

Then Mr. Burns, of Missouri, brought for- 
ward the deficiency appropriation bill, and 
moved that the house go into a committce of 
the whole for its consideration, but the point 
of no quorum was raised by Mr: Lyman, of 
Iowa, and a call of the roll failed to procure 
the requisite number, the vote standing yeas 
142, nays 3. 

Another call cf the house was ordered. Tho 
call showed an attendance of 153 members, 
ten less than a quoruin. 


Mr. Weaver, of Iowa, thereupon made a. 


motion revoking all leaves of absence except 
those granted on account of sickness, the reso- 
lution to take offect at the expiration of five 
days. Much opposition was manifested to this 
action, it being contended that such revocation 
would work an injustice to members who had 
left the city relying upon their leaves of ab- 
gence. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, thought that there 
Was no occasion for such a harsh and unseemly 
measure proposed by the gentleman from 
Iowa. The reason that there were so many 
absentees was thatthe house had but little 
business to transact and could be ready for 
adjournment within three days. 

On motion of Mr. Cox, of New York, Mr. 
Weaver’s motion was tabléd. 

Mr. Weaver gave notice that he would on 
Monday next, if the house was without a quo- 
ram, renew his motion. 

Mr. Burnes, of Missouri, in moving to ad- 
journ, expressed his regret that at this late day 
of the session consideration had been refused 
tothe general appropriation bill, in which 
ten thousand veteran union soldiers were in- 
terested. Ile blamed nobody, but he gave 
notice that he,would, from day to day, as long 
as he was able to stand upon his feet, demand 
the consideration of the deficiency bill.

A STATE AGENT CHOSEN, 
The North Carolina Alliance Takes Impor- 
tant Action. 

Racericu, N. C., August 16.—[Special.]— 
Last night’s session of the North Carolina 
State Farmers’ Alliance in this city was very 
interesting, as was also this morning’s session. 
There was a very full discussion of the estab- 
lishment of a state business agency. 

Some delegates were in favor of appointing a 
man outside of the alliance to have charge of 
thatagency, buta majority of the members 
strongly opposed this, and finally W. A. Dar- 
den, of Greencounty, was chosen state agent. 
It will be his duty to make all purchases for 
the alliance. All sub-alliances will let him 
know their wants. He will purchase with 
money which will befurnished bim by the 
State trustee. 

The alliance this morning elected William 
A. Graham, of Lincoln county, to the Jatter 
position. He is to be responsible for the funds 
received from sub-alliances and will pay them 
to the state agent, being aided in this part of 
the work by the treasurer of the state alliance, 
G. M, Allen, of Wake county. 

This is a big scheme which the alliance has 
taken in hand. Itis the attack upon the mid- 
dleman and means that members of the al- 
liance intend to look out for all their interests. 
A member of the order said today that there 
were certainly forty thousand members in the 
state, and that plenty of money will bo forth- 
coming. Al! purchasers by the state agent are 
to be for cash. 

The alliancé took up another important 
matter which it considered carefully. This 
was a resolution in regard to the cotton bag- 
ging trust, and it was passed. It denounces 
that trust in plain terms. The alliance decided 
to cease the use of jute or gunny bagyings, to 
substitute the low crades of cotton aS a cover- 
ering for baies. It was shown that this would 
be cheap and would serve every purpose. It 
was shown further that it could be made 
cheaply by home mills. 

Some of the members of the alliance were so 
plain spokenin regard to this trust matter 
that they declared they would rather use 
planks for covering cotton and grape vines as 
ties than have bagging. 

There was one rather sensational incident 
connected with the session of the alliance. 
Sperry M. Hearn, who was until lately editor 
of the Wadesboro Intelligencer, published an 
attack upon S'S. Poik, secretary of the State 
Alliance. A committee of the alliance made 
an investigation and yesterday instigated 
charges and exonorated Polk. Uearn, who is 
a member of the alliance and was in the con- 
vention, became very angry and charged the 
committee with whitewashing Polk. The re- 
sultof the matter was that Hearn was eject- 
ed from the hall by a sergeant-at-arms,

WOMEN IN 


The Washington Territory Supreme 
* Decides Against Them Again. 

Orympryv, W. T., August 16.—The supreme 
court of Wasbington territory has decided the 
law granting suffrage to women to be uncon- 
stitutional. : 

The grounds for the opinion were based on 
the fact that the legislature exceeded its 
powers granted by congress. The court took 
the ground that the word ‘‘citizen’’ in an 
organic act Can mgan nothing else than a male 
citizen. 

The opinion contained seven thousand words. 
An appeal will be taken to the supreme court 
of the United States. 

A peculiarity of the legislation on woman 
suffrage in the territory is that this is the 
second law passed and the second time it has 
been declared unconstitutional. Under the 
orizginal law passed by a large majority in the 
legislature two years ago an election was held 
and women cast votes in all the counties. 
Then the supreme court overruled it. Again, 
a few years ago, the legislature passed a law 
and this has met with the same fate. The 
territory is a stronghold of prohibition and 
woman suffrage advocates, and they will tight 
this case to the court of last resort. 


Will Rebuild at Once. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August 16.—[Special.] 
All the property owners who were burned out 
in the disastrous fire a week ago tonight, held 
a meeting today and decided to build a solid 
block containing seven store rooms with a 
frontage of twenty-five feet each... The block 
will be four stories high, and will cost $150,- 
000. An architect was employed to draw the 
plans forthwith. 


A Strike of Box Makers. 
BALTm™MORE, Md., August 16.—One hundred 
and fifty men employed by J. H. Thiemeyer 
& Co., box makers, went on a strike today be- 
cause they learned that the firm was about to 
purchase machinery for nailing boxes. Thie- 
meyer claims tha®he could not get.a suflicient 
numberof union men to fill his orders and was 
compelled to order the machines. The Knights 

of Labor will support the strikers. .

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COLLISION AT SEA 


In Which More Than One H 
dred Persons Perish, 


THE STORY OF THE FATAL CRASH. 


As Told by Passengers and Officers—Due to 
a Fog—Homes of the Missing 
Not Given. 


New Yorx, Ancust 16.—The steamship 
Wieland, Captain Atbers, from Hamburg. with 
merchandise and 113 cabin and 455 steerage 
passengers, arrived today and reports; August 
14th, thirty miles south of Sable Island, at 
noon,saw the Danish steamer Thingvalla,from 
Copenhagen for New York, with signals of die- 
tress. The Thinvalla had cellided, on the 
14th, at4 a. m.,with the steamer Geyser of the. 
same line, from New York for Copenhagen, 
The Geyser sank in about five minutes. Four- 
teen passengers aud seventeen of the crew, 
among them Captain. Moller, were saved. 
Seventy-two passengers and thirty-three of the 
crew were lost. The steamer Wieland brought 
455 passengers from Thinvalla and those 
saved from the steamer Gieser to New York. 
The Thinvalla will endeavor to reach Hali- 
fax, N. §. 

THE TWO SHIPS. 

The Geyser left this port August 1lith, 
bound for Stettin. The Thingvalla was en 
her way tothis city, and was advertised to 
leave here August 25th. 

A very heavy sea and a dense fog were ex- 
petienced through the night and early morn- 
ing of August 14th. Itissaidan object could 
not be distinguished fifty feet away, by reason 
of the fog. Stones differ as to where the lia- 
bility lies, if not due wholly to the fog, and 
heavy sea; but the Thingvalia struck the 
Geyser on the starboad side amidships. The 
boats quickly recoiled, and within five minutes 

THE GEYSER SANK. 

The crew of the Thmgvalla did all they 
could to save the Geyser’s crew and passep- 
gers, while still in doubt whether the Thing- 
valla was not dangerously disabled; but, owing 
to the heavy sea, only thirty-one were saved, 
No other vessel was near atthe time. The 
Wieland, on her wayto this port, was 1) 
miles away. . 

At 11:30 o’clock, on the morning of the 148, 
the Wieland was sighted. Signs of distreg 
were made by the Thingvalla, and the transfet 
of passengers began. Thesea wasthen very 
heavy, but no mishaps occurred in the transf¢r 
of passengers. 

The officers of the company were unable t 
night to give a list of the lost. 

TRANSFER OF PASSENGERS. 

Captain A. Atbers, oj the Wieland, tells tite 
following storv: " 

*Atl0o’clock on the morning of Augngt 
14th, we passed some wreckage fioating in thte 
sea, and suspected that an accident had hag- 
pened somewhero near us. Little later We 
sailed through a sea of oil and sighteda broken 
boat of the Geyser. About 11:50 we sighted a 
steainer to the northward, about eight miles 
off, and seeing she had a flag of dis- 
tress up, we ran down to her. it 

roved to be Thingvalla and Captain 
zaub, of that vessel, came to us inasmal 
boat and begged us to take his passengers and 
those he had saved from the Geyser. 


: I © so 
his own vessel was so badly injured that hé 


expected her to sink atany moment. His for- 
ward compartment had been completely car- 
ried away from half-way from the deck to be- 
low water line. We sent out three of our 
boats, and the Thingvalla lowered two of hers 
and in five] hours we . had transferred 
the saved passengers and crew of tiie Gey- 
ser and also 455 passengers of the Thingyalla. 
The sea was very rough atthe time, and the 
work of transferring the passengers was very 
dificult. An immeuse hole in the Thingvalla‘s 
bow was then patched up as well as possible, 
and she started for Halifax. 

The chief officer of each vessel was on’ deck 
at time of the collision. 

A PASSENGER'S STATEMENT. 

Doctor Wern, of Copenhagen, a young den- 
tist who is on his way to Philadelphia to com- 
plete his studies, was among the Thipgvalla’s 
passengers. In describing the disaster to an 
associated press reporter, he said: ‘‘The life 


boats were promptly launched from the Thing-- 


valla, and the work of rescue began. Out of 
120 passengers and crew on the Geyser only 
thirty-seven were saved. Some of them had 
reached their boats, but most of them were 
picked up from improvised rafts, chicken 
coops, camp stools, and anything 
else that would _ float. The  sur- 
vivors had to hurry, as the Geyser 
went down stern first about eight minutes 
after the crash. Among the saved passengers 
there is only one woman. She is Mrs, Hilda 
Lind, of Cinciunati. Her two little children, 
who were going to Sweden with her, were lost. 
Mr. Lind was not with his family. There 
were fourteen cabin and six steerage passen- 
gers, and seventeen o. the Geyser’screw saved. 
The Thingvalla’s crew did all they could to 
rescue the unfortunates, and obeyed orders 
promptly, The Thingvalla’s upper deck was 
not injured, but her bows were broken in from 
a point ten feet below the deck, the rent was 
about twenty-seven feet in length and ran 
back, above and below the water line, to the 
collision bulkhead. Had it not been for that 
bulkhead the Thingvalla would have gone 
down likeashot. Captain Laub, after the 
Geyser had gone down and it was known that 
there were no passengers in any of the lost 
steamer’s boats, had boats of his own vessel 
protected as far as possible the bows with 
straw mattresses and other materials to prevent 
the waterfrom entering. Distress signals were 
sounded and the ship laid to for daylight. The 
fog lifted about 5:40 o’clock, and between 10 
and 11 o’clock the steamship Wieland was 
sighted.”’ 
AN OFFICER TALKS. 

Third Officer Peterson told much the same 
story of the occurrence. He said the fog was 
very dense. Through the night rain had_ fal- 
len at intervals. ‘‘The first we knew of the 
Geyser’s approach was when she appeared on 
the starboard side right upon us. Both vessels 
tried to sheer off, being head on. The Geyser 
was struck opposite the engine room amid 
ships. Being heavily loaded, she was very 
low in water, so that the Thingvalla carried 
away her own compartment. The upper of 
her bow ran over the decks of the Geyser. The 
Geyser’s deck houses were carried away and 
state rooms were smashed in, cccupants being 
killed.” 

He first heard a bell ring in the Geyser’s en- 
gine rooin, but could not tell what the order 
was. Officer Peterson was on deck at the 
time. Ile then heard the bell ring again, this 
time to back, and the steamer had just com- 
menced to reverse, when the Thingvalla 
struck, 

As soon asthe Wieland arrived in the lower 
bay, Captain Muller, of the Geyser, left 
the steamer on a revenue cutter. He went 
directly to the oftice of the agents of the com- 
pany where he was closeted a few miunutes 
with the agents. He only left word that the 
accident was due to the weather and left with- 
out stating his destination. 

The rescued crew of the Geyser were taken 
te.the Hote] Denmark on the arrival of the 
Wieland. 

The Geyser was one of the four vessels owned 
by the Thingvala line, and was considered 
their crack ship. Most of her passengers were 
western people, wlio were booked at Chicago. 
The names of the rescued are almost without 
exception Danish and Scandinavian.

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SEVEN PEOPLE AURT. 


An Illinois Central Engine Becomes Unman- 

ageable—A Collision. 

Cnricaco, August 16.—A serious collision is 
reported on the Illinois Central railroad, at 
South Lawn, fifty miles south of this city, this 
morning. The Ulinois Central passenger train 
bound for Chicago came in collision with a 
freight train. Many killed and: injured are 
reported. Piysicians are called for from Chi- 
cago and a relief train was sent to the scene of 
the disaster. 

_At the office of the Illinois Central the as 
sistant superintendent said there was no loss 
of life so tar as he had been advised_ by train- 
meu atthe wreck, though he believed there 
were some persons seriously injured. 

Phe accident, he said, occurred tna this way: 

bout 5o0’clock the Cine!nnati passenger train 
of the Illinois Ceutral, due here at 6:45.a. m., 
ran into a freight train of the Grand Trunk at 
south Lawn, alont fifty miles from the city. 
As s00n as intelligence of the disaster reached 
the city, the master mechanic of the railroad 
Started for the scene on a special wrecking 
train. It is now stated that two postal clerks 
and three passengers are badly hurt and all 
Others escaped injury. 

There were over 200 passengers on the ITli- 
nois Central train, and their escape was siin- 
lor rods around the scene of 


cars are piled up on every. side. The relief 
corps was sent down by both the Illinois Cen- 
‘ral and Grand Trunk raiiroads. A dozen en- 
gines and wrecking crews were put to work 
Clearing up the wreck. 

Seven people were injured, more or less, 
though none are fatally hurt. The victims 
are as follows: Anderson Cobb, porter of the 
sleeper; Thos. Splane, baggage master; Mrs. 
Slane, his wife; Johu C. Renes, fireman; W. 
B. Land, a passenger; J. H. Sullivan, porter; 
Jobn Frazier, psrter: 

The only man whose injuries the doctors 
fear will prove fatal] is John Crons. the fire- 
man. He jumped from the engine and alight- 
ed on his head, fracturing hisskull. Hisscalp 
was almost entirely torn off. 

The chair car on the Iliinois Central was 
used as a hospital and the tracks were cleared 
when the wounded were brought to the city 
aud placed in the hospital. The accident was 
caused by the engine on the passenger train 
becoming unmanageable from derangement of 
machinery. The engineer was unable to stop 
before reaching the crossing, phich was occu- 
pied by the Grand Trunk freight train. The 
Grand Trunk train had the right of way.

TWO OFFICERS KILLED. 
A Louisville Tough Stabs Two Policemen— 
The Murderer Jailed. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 16.—No. 98 Ta. 
Fayette street, a house which has been notori- 
ous for crime committed in it, and for the vice 
it has fostered for years, was the scene, at 2 
o’clock this morning, of a horrible doub! 
tragedy. 

Police officers, Joseph Rosenberg and James 
W. Jones, while attempting to make an arrest, 
were both stabbed to death by Charles Dilger, 
formerly a private policeman and watchman 
at the Buckingham theater, and general bad 
character about town. 

Officer Jones was stabbed in the forehead, 
the knife penetrating the skull tothe brain, 
and in the heart. He was dead before the 
other officers reached the scene. Officer Ros- 
enberg was stabbed through the skul) in the 
right temple, and was dying when found. Dil- 
ger was beating his mistress, and the officers 
attracted by her cries, broke into the house 
and attempted to arrest the tough with the 
fatal result cited. %

MURDER AND SUICIDE, 


A Man With an Ungovernable Temper Com- 
mits a Terrible Crime.

Harman was a man of ungovernable temper 
and was very jealous. He shot at Mrs. Hayes 
because she took from him a stick with which 
he was beating his wife. 

Four years ago, Harman shot Miss Martha 
Kruse because she refused to receive his atten- 
tions. She recovered, and he went to state 
prison for six months. Harman was on picnic 
with his wife and mother-in-law at the time of 
the murder. He had been married five years, 
and had frequently threatened to kill his wife.

Rumors have been coming in 
for§some time that the negroes were collecting 
at Freetown and arming for the purpose o 
avenging their supposed wrongs at Abbeyville, 
where some characters had been ordered to 
leave by the “regulators,’”’ and faiiing to obey, 
had been whipped.

Is the Situation in the Fever Rid- 
den Cities. 


NO NEW CASES AND NO DEATHS. 


Three of Jacksonville’# Patienta Recover— 
The Action of the People—News 
From All Points. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 16.—DIhere has 
not been a new case of yellow fever or a death 
during the last forty-eight hours and the feel- 
ing has become far more hopeful and patients 
are ali doing well, three having been discharg- 
ed from the Sand Hill hospital today as cured. 

The board of health express the hope that 
the disease has been driven out, and the worst 
being now over, they believe the city will rap- 
idly resume its normal condition of activity 
and prosperity. People continue to leave town, 
but it is not now so much from feeling of fear 
as because of the paralysis of trade and their 
inability to secure work here or to make a liv- 
ing. 

There is, at the same time, a disposition on 
the part of manyto return home, owing to 
hopeful reports of the past two days. 

The work of sanitation and disinfection is 
nearly completed, except in the suburbs. 
Jacksonville is one of the cleanest of cities to- 
day, but to accomplish this has been a hercu- 
lean task. 

But little of interest was transacted at the 
citizens’ meeting today. The question of quar- 
antine against portions of south Florida in- 
feeted with the disease was discussed, but 
action was deferred. The board of health 
also discussed the same question, but likewise 
deferred action for twenty-four hours. 

Numerous contributions have come from 
citizens at home and abroad and there is as yet 
no suffering among the poor. Various cities 
and individuals have sent telegrams offering 
financial aid. Ifthe efforts of the board of 
health and Citizens’ Auxiliary association, in 
endeavoring to drive out yellow fever in mid 
August, are fully successful, as now seems pro- 
bable, this will prove that yellow fever can 
not gain a permanent footing in an ordinarily 
clean locality in this: latitude and that the 


disease can be controlled. 
Some Interesting Details. 

New Orveans, La., August 16.—A special 
dispatch from Jacksonyiile says: *‘The sani- 
tary association met at noon and the several 
committees reported. Chairman Schumacher, 
of the relief committee reported over $9,000 
collected. It was decided to isolate all cases 
hereafter, yellow flags to designate house, and 
nurses not to be permitted to go on the streets. 
The horse cars are all to be fumigated. 

In front of the law building this mornin 
were hundreds of, colored men, women an 
children, with utensils, clamoring for meat 
and other provisions to be issued to them by 
the relief committee. All wanted to be served 
first. General Baya went among them and 
endeavored to hire a girl or woman to work, 
but all wanted “free grub,”’ 

There is no distress among our people yet, 
and particularly among able-bodied colored 
men and women. Last night a car load of 
lime owas applied for by citizens 
of St. Augustine, but as it was 
said the authorities over there refused. to allow 
cannons to bé- ased here im eon 
brought over, for fear the people bringing 
them would contract yellow fever. The lime 
was denied untilthe guns came. They have 
come and lime will goovertoday. The citi- 
zens of Jacksonville demand that quarantine 
be established against the infected points in 
south Florida, as they feel that is their safe- 
guard. 
Official From Jacksonville. 

WASHINGTON, August 16.—Surgeon General 
Hamilton tonight received the following dis- 
patch from Dr. Neal Mitchell, president of the 
Jacksonville board of health: “No need of 
rations. Private contributions sufficient. Only 
two tickets for refugee station sold today. Ofti- 
cial report for the last twenty-four hours, end- 
ing 6 p. m.—No new cases, no deaths, three re- 
coveries ; under treatment, twenty ; total num- 
ber of cases to date, twenty-eight; total 
deaths, four. 

In view of the discontinuance of passenger 
service to Chattahoochee, Dr. Urquhart has 
been authorized to send the fumigating car to 
Chattahoochee. Surgeon General Hamilton 
has informed a surgeonin the marine hospital 
service, who applied for afleave of absence, 
that no more leaves would be approved at 
present, as ‘‘all officers in the service were 
needed at their respective stations in view of 
emergencies which may arise.”’ 

Orlando All Right. 

ORLANDO, Fla., August 16.—[Special:]— 
There is not a case of yellow feverin Orlando 
or ever has been. The city was never cleaner 
and healthier than at present. A strict 
quarantine is being maintained against all in- 
fected points.

A colored excursion which was to have gone 
from Selma and Montgomery to Atlanta te 
day, was completely broken up. The authori- 
ties had reports circulated to the effect that if 
the negroes went to Atlanta they would be 
quarantined for three weeks.

Satisfactory Arrangements of Mails. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., August 16.—[Special.]~—

. the Stationhouse. 


An Escaped Prisoner KRe-arrested—A Crazy 
Negro Woman Locked Up—A White 
Girl Dancing With Negroes. 


| The old vehicle known as “Black Maria” is 
a terror to wrong-doers. Every day it does 
service in hauling people of all sorts to the 
stationhouse, and the ride is free, absolutely 


The patrol wagon first came into use three 
years ago, and since that time has conveyed 
many a prisoner to the police station on charges 
a8 various as could be imagined. As usual she 
was at work yesterday, and put ina pretty good 
day’s work. 

Most of the cases made were for being drunk 
and. disorderly. A few sanitary cases were 
booked. 

An Escaped Prisoner Re arrested. 

Earl Tigg, a large, burly negro man, was ar- 
rested yesterday for fighting a negro woman. 
He was convicted in recorder’s court a short 
while since of some offense and sent to the 
stockade on August 2nd. 

On August 8th he escaped from the stockade 
and went to Salt Springs, but unexpeciedly 
turned up at the statiorhouse yesterday in the 
Biack Maria. 

The person who had cansed him to be ar- 
rested was a small, fiery-looking negro woman, 
who stated that bo had knocked her down 
over on Washington street. She said she was 
a servant at Salt Springs, and that he had 
been following her around down there, and 
that she came home, and he came too. 

Yesterday he met her on Washington street, 
and hit her on the back of her head and 
knocked her down. He said she tried to hit 
hiin with arock. He was sent out to the 
stockade to serve out his sentence. 

Jackson Brown and His Brown Bull. 
*Jackson Brown is one of these old-fashioned 
antiquated darkies you read about living be- 
fore the war, and he owns a brown bull. 

This animal is a very vicious one, and was 
found loose upon other premises than those of 
itsowner.

And the old 
negro almost cried at the idea.

She Wanted to Hear from Her Son. 


A shriek like unto a maniac’s startled the 
ofiicers at the police station yesterday after- 
noon, when looking ‘around they saw an old 
negro woman standing near by jesticuiating 
wildly. 

She was either crazy or drunk, and seemed 
to be the latter, as the fumes of four cent 
whisky filled the air all around her. 

“Oh, my son’s got de fever. Why don’t you 
find out about him ?’’ werejtwo questions flung 
at the officers. Sle raved and tore around the 
room, because they wouldn’t send to Florida 
and see if he hadthe fever. They then locked 
herup, and she called Stationhouse Keeper 
Joyner a mean old rascal,and said she had cowe 
tosee Dr. Foute. She kept the. house in an 
uproar for over six hours, and had to be put in 
the dungeon. Suflice to say that quieted-her 


He Swung on to His Buck-Eye.

Mr. Vincent H. Stiles Will Call on Governor 
Gordon. 

Mr. Vincent H. Stiles, who was ordered to 
leave Madison on Tuesday night, for an al- 
leged insulting remark about a young lady in 
that place, isin the city, and will call upon 
Governor Gorden today for protection. 

The story told by Mr. Stiles puts quite a dif- 
ferent phase on tlie transaction.

THE MOONSHINERS. ° 


No Law to Reimburse Deputies 


for Damages 


To Person or Property While Discharging 


Their Duties—Some Account of the Out- 
rages Committed by Moonshiners. 


In a talk with Revenue Agent W. H. Chap 


man, yesterday, some interesting fects were 


gathered. 
It is not generally known that there is no law 


to reimbuse deputy collectors of internal reve- 


nne for damages to person or property sustain- 
ed by them while in the discharge of their du- 
ties to the government. 

Not long ago while anumber of deputies 
were engaged in collecting revenue in the 
mountains of Alabama, two vehicles which 
they were using were damaged by moonshiners 
tothe amount of $21. A statement of the 
manner in which these damagescame about 
was forwarded to the first comptroller at Wash- 
ington. 

Iie returned ‘t marked ‘‘disallowed”’ on the 
ground that there is no law for the payment of 
damages of that kind. The result is that the 
four deputies who had {charge of the vehicles 
which were injured while they were trying to 
do their duty as government officials, will have 
to pay the amount of damages claimed by the 
livery men, and pay it out of their salaries, too. 

About a month ago Deputies Alexander, 
Findley and Milon, while in the performance 
of their daties, in north Georgia, had their 
horses driven off, a lot of harness stolen and a 
vehicle damaged. 

Of course, they will have to make good these 
damages to the livery men from whom the 
stock and vehicle were hired. 

A short time ago, near Amicalala, in Daw- 
son county, Deputy Findlay stopped over 
night at the house of a citizen. 

In the morning he discovered that the bug- 
gy in which he was traveling had been burned, 
and the’ horse’s ears cut off close to his head, 
rendering him worthless. 

Recently Deputies Clay and Mitehell were 
engaged in making surveys of brandy distiller- 
ies. Atthe town of Burleson a number of 
illicit distillers collected. Among them was a 
man named Cochran, who recognized Deputy 
Clay as the officer who in last February had 
destroyed his illicit distillery. This man de- 
clared openly on the streets that he intended 
to ‘smash hell into Clay’s buggy,’’ stating that 
he had the same right tosmash the buggy as 
Clay had to break up his still. That night the 
buggy which Clay was using was taken out 
and cut to pieces. 

Up to 1884 a law was in force which empow- 
ered the commissioner of revenue to reimburse 
deputies for damage of the above named char- 
acter by increasing their salaries, 

When the democratic congress assembled an 
act was passed prohibiting commissioners from 
reimbursing revenue Officials by increase of 
salaries for damages to person and property 
sustained while discharging their duties. 

And now there is no remedy in such cases. 
The deputies have to pay such damages out of 
their own pockets. 

Under section 3,171 of the revised statute 
deputies who are damaged in person or .prop- 
erty while in the discharge of their govern- 
ment duties are empowered to sue the persons 
who do the damage. 

But it is claimed that 1t is impossible for 
deputies to reimburse themselves in this way, 
because in the first place itis yery difficult to 
spot the men who commit these outrages, and 
even if detected the damage cannot be made 
out of them because, as a rule, they are worth 
pothing. 

The impression prevails that it would be 
better for the government to reimburse depu- 
ties on account of these damages, and then 
proceed to bring suits against the malcfactors. 

There is a strong feeling among revenue 
officials that a law should be enacted by which 
reuenue men may be reimbursed for damages 
to person or property sustained while in the 
discharge of government duties.
